It is indeed strange that it has not 


occurred to Mr. Shoenfeld that the very 
same people who have the power to 
force the contractors to their terms have 
also the power to enforce the agree- 
ments every day in the year, the same 
as many trades unions do. Why depend 
upon the courts or any one but them- 
selves? Here you have the secret of the 
sweating system. The unfortunate peo- 
ple that Shoenfeld represents are will- 
ing to act together when ground down 
past the limit of human endurance, but 
as soon as their demands are granted 
they forsake their unions, crucify tOieir 
leaders, refuse to pay a few pennies per 
•week fines, compete with each other to 
do more and more work per day and 
thus shorten the season's work, disre- 
gard their own agreements, and when 
again reduced to the inhuman task sys- 
tem they groan aloud and blame every 
one but themselves for their miserable 
lot.If Mr. Shoenfeld would impress this 
upon the minds of tailors, instead of 
seeking some self regulating, patent 
method of keeping the manufacturers 
up to their agreements, he -would be do- 
ing better. Even animals gain by expe- 
rience, and if the tailors continue to ig- 
nore what their own experience teaches 
them, who is to blame? Their salvation 
is in their own hands and does not de- 
pend upon the validity of an agreement.

There 
s only one way for tbe people generally 
o get money, aad that is to sell their 
abor (or, wbat is tbe same thing, tbe 
irodncts of their labor) .for such an 
anonnt as it will bring. Owing to spe- 
cial cause* that have increased the val- 
ue of the dollar their labor does not 
bring fair priced. Consequently they do 
not have money with which to go into 
tbe stores and boy goods. 


Manufacturers, finding that the de- 


mand for their products is decreasing, 
ower the price ia order to invite buy- 
ers, and this lowering process goes on 
until the price reaches tbe level of tbe 
ability of tbe people to bay. Prices are 
already too low for prosperity, but they 
are not low enough to fit the pockets of 
ibe people. How, then, can a parely 
artificial increase of tbe prices of certain 
manufactured products be carried out 
and maintained? It is an impossibility. 
Che tnanuf aetnrert may go through tbe 
form of marking up their goods, but 
that sort of thing will not add to the 
ability of the people to bay. 


We expect to see a great finny and 


tatter in tbe newspapers — especially in 
ihe Republican organs — when tbe tariff 
)U1 becomes a law. We expect to see 
laming announcements that prosperity 
las returned and has come to stay. 


Bat there is one fatal omission in the 


tariff measure — it gives manufacturers 
aa excuse for marking np their goods. 
trat it does not provide the machinery 
for giving "people more money with 
which to pay the higher prices. The re- 
salt will be tbat the "orgy" of mark- 
ing up tbe prices of manufactured goods 
will not last long. If the protected man- 
ufacturers are really deceived as to the 
results of the new tariff bill, it will 
produce disastrous results. If they really 
tjelieve that the people are able to pay 
higher prices for goods, they will have 
an incentive to run their mills and fac- 
tories to the top notch for a month or 
two after the bill becomes a law, and 
this will inevitably lead to a serious if 
not fatal collapse. 


All that the tariff law can do for 


them when once it becomes operative ia 
to incite them to unhappy ventures in 
the way of piling np stocks. The prices 
the people are now grudgingly paying 
for goods are higher thap they can real- 
ly afford to pay; otherwise business and 
trade would be brisk, if not specially 
profitable. But when the new tariff law 
haa the effect of stimulating tbe piling 
up of stocks to be held for higher pi ices 
(as it is sure to do) it is leading manu- 
facturers to their own undoing. Already 
we see what influence tbe bare prospect 
of the bill baa had in stimulating im- 
portations of goods likely to be affected 
by the tariff. Vast cargoes have been 
brought from abroad, and these will 
come more or leas directly into competi- 
tion with vhe goods tbe manufacturers 
will produce. This competition and th< 
fact that tbe value of the dollar ia con 
ttantly increasing will have the effect 
to depress the price of goods below the 
level at which they are now held, and 
•o the addition to the unsalable stocks 
can only result in serious difficulties foi 
those who are led to believe that a tariff 
law can make prices higher when tbej 
are already higher than the ptople are 
able to pay. 


The filial effect of the Republican 


tariff law, therefore, will be to make 
times harder in all lines of trade. Ye 
its political effect will be very happy 
It will show the people, especially th< 
manufacturers, that protection for pro 
lection's sake is a fraud tbat docs vio 
lence to both justice and common hon 
enty. It will open their eyes to the fac 
that when our currency system is out o 
gear th« tariff is inoperative, and a tar 
iff that ia inoperative possesses n< 
claims for those who advocate protection 
solely for selfish and personal reasons 
The new bill will show the workiogisieu 
and wage earners that a protective tar 
iff does not promote their interests. 


Therefore it may be said that tho Me 


Kinley administration will accomplial 
st least one good :u<d desirable r«snlt 
It will open tbe eyes of th« people to the 
folly and fraud of protection for protec 
tion'ti sake. A* for tbe manufacturers 
who have buen no busily engaged in ar 
ranging the amount of xpoile they pro 
},are to exact from the public, they \vil 
no doubt bo surprisnd wlwn th»y fin< 
Chat they have prepared for them*elvf 
a Barmecide feast. Their surprise wil 
b« worth nomfithing if it Khali in 
thfiEi to turn their attention to' the reu 
cause of ttatir trouble* — the cowtint!- 
increaiiag vaiae of tbe dollar.

There is ail iacreased call for wai<-r- 


preof canvas ajuong firmer* who realize 
Hie impcrtauew not only of cutting a 
good hay crop, but maturing it well 
after cutting and guarding it from 
dampness and mold, which sorely comt-s 
if it fucooattrs rainstorms or a long 
rpell of wet •weetber. "Keep your bay 
dry iu tbe cock and in the stack, and 
have it well cured before taking it to 
the barn. Thua it will be .«we«t and 
fresh and all tbe more nutritious to the 
animals who feed on it. Furthermore, 
bay thus cared for retains a bright, fresh 
appearance and a sweet odor, which 
will enable it always to command the 
best price when put on tbe market," 
says The Hay Journal, from which the 
following is also gleaned: 


Whenever grass is to lay a day or two 


in the field, it is always liable to be 
kept there a week or more by rain or 
weather too damper cloudy to dry it in, 
and a single dreuchiug rain, or eveu 
wetting, injures it not a little. It can 
seldom be dried enough to pnt into tbe 
mow or stack the same day, and it ia 
not always desirable to do so. Heavy 
dews also injure it It is a well recog- 
nized fact that bay cured under caps has 
a good green color and goes to market 
in tbe best possible condition. Half a 
dozen hay caps will cover about a ton 
of hay and add from |3 to |3 to its 
value. These caps would cost not over 
$3 for half a dozen, and reckoning the 
life of the caps at five years, which is 
certainly not too much if cared for, tbe 
cost would not be over 40 cents a ton 
per year, and tbe bay would bring from 
$3 to fa a ton, more. Ready prepared 
hay caps of excellent quality can be 
purchased at very low prices to suit the 
times. 


But this is not all that has to be done 


to get hay to tanrket in the best condi- 
tion. When stacked in the open, stack 
covers should be used to protect it, and 
there are few farmers who cannot afford 
one or more of these. They come in 
handy to spread over half finished bay 
or grain stacks, partly thrashed grain 
stacks, loads of hay or grain left on tbe 
wagon over night, to spread under the 
separator and to throw over a reaper or 
thrashing machine at night, and for nu- 
merous other purposes on a farm. 


Loads of hay or grain on the way 


to the railroad or boat landing should 
have a cover thrown over then). It is a 
well known fact that all the largo hay 
and grain dealers in cities take the 
greatest possible care of their goods, 
and always use covers when goods are 
in transit, and the blame for hay being 
spoiled can never be laid to them. It is 
certainly to the interest of the farmer 
and shipper of hay to do his part and 
send only prime, well cured hay of 
good color to market, where it will com- 
mand a high price. It will be much 
more satisfactory for the commission 
agent to sell at a high figure. Tbe cost 
of transportation aud handling is the 
same on a poor quality as on the best 
grades of bay, and the difference in 
price is all clear gain to the grower.

Value of Artichoke*. 


An Illinois farmer writes as follows 


to the Iowa Homestead on artichokes as 
food for stock. He says: 


I have raised from one to two acres 


of artichokes for the past three years 
and have fed them to hogs and cows. I 
have no hesitancy in recommending 
them. I am not of the opinion that 
their food value is great, and I do not 
think they should be fed alouc for any 
great length of time. Their greatest 
value consists in their succulence and 
appetizing and medicinal qualities and 
in tho variety they furnish in a ration. 
The fact, tco, that they need 110 dig- 
ging or housing, that they keep per-; 
fectly in the field during tho wiuter, cer- 
tainly doubles their value. 


I have fed many pumpkins and other 


vegotables and consider them valuable, 
but they are worthless after a freeze. 
While I consider clover and other green 
plants valuable for hogs, I am fully 
convinced that I can raise from three to 
five tiin«s as much succulent feed on an 
aero devoted to artichokes cs I could 
dnvoted to clover or any other green 
plant food. Moreover, tho artichokes 
are available sit a time when othei 
green plants are iiot. 1 cut, plant and 
cultivate as I do potatoes aud let the 
bogs into the field at all times after the 
tops begin to die, csceiit when the 
ground is rrct. 


(iypsum on Potatoes, 


The broad leaves of thu potato are 


what tho crop very largely depends up- 
on for maturing the tuber. It is impor- 
tant that they be kept green as loeg as 
possible. The fact that gypsum or laud 
plaster attracts moisture makes it au 
especially good application for the po- 
tato crop, according to American Culti- 
vator. Tbe first use of paris green to de- 
stroy the potato larva ought to be inade 
with gypsum. By attracting moisture 
from the :»ir and thus keeping the leave? 
moist more of the potato beetles' eggs 
will be destroyed before th.-y hatch.

a short spur which branches off from 
tbe main track between St. Marys 
and Celina. The passenger train was 
in charge of conductor Shea, of Tip- 
ton, lad., and eaginee Pontius, ot 
this city, with passenger engine 31. 
Tbe crew bad received orders to meet 
a west bound extra freight, in charge 
of conductor Darby and engineer 
Quinlin, with engine 110, at Beser- 
voir switch, and tbe spur being too 
short to hold tbe freight train It was 
necessary for tbe passenger to go 
into tbe "hole" and let tbe freight 
train pa« fay on tbe main track.
